A SUMMER TRIP TO HADDAM, CCOT.

From earliest childhood I had heard 


much concerning "the Haddams." The 
oft-repeated 
anecdote of the annoyed 


traveler by steamer awakened by the 
frequent cry of "Haddam, East Iladdam, 
Middle Haddam," and so on, ad infmitum, 
and his benignant wish concerning them 
all, is known by every one. 
But, levity 


aside, the place really has a historic in- 
terest, and many a distinguished name is 
borne by men who first entered the world 
in this quaint old town. 
Journeying 


thitherward during the past summer I 
was charmed with the 
attractions of 


Iladdam, and from a few meagre, ancient 
records have obtained some scraps of in- 
formation concerning its earlier days. 


Haddam was incorporated as a town in 


1GG8, although it was settled in 1GC2 by 
twenty-eight young men, daring, adven- 
turous souls, who emigrated from Hart- 
ford, Wethersfield and Windsor. 
Their 


names still live on the pape of history. 
Ackley, 
Arnold, 
Bailey, 
ISrainard, 


J5rooks, Clarke, Cone, Gates, Shaler, two 
Spencers, two Smiths, Venires, Wells, 
Bates, Butler, Cofbe, Dibble, .Ganes, 
Jlarmison, Jones, Luxford, Parents, Pi- 
per, Stantiard, Webb and Wyixtt. Many 
of these names are still borne by residents 
of the town.

ntfaJrj exported. Several vessels sailed 
regularly from these shores laden with 
stone for various ports, and their cap- 
tains were natives of this town. Some of 
the present inhabitants look back with 
loving remembrance upon the memories 
of Captains Ira Shaler, Josephus Shaler, 
George Cone, Chatfield Russell, Nehe- 
miah Dickinson. Timothy Shailer, Selden 
Tyler, and Harvey Shailer. 


So ship-building was a natural se- 


quence, although we read of a sloop be- 
ing launched at 
Iligganum landing as 


early as 1754. 
In 1815, four brigs were 


launched from Iladdam, and two schoon- 
ers, one of 745 tons, and one of 110 tons. 
The place presents many advantages for 
business of this kind. There were at one 
time seven shipyards in the town. Sloops 
General Brainerd, Harmony, Julia Ann, 
Herald, Union, and schooners Ella, Grace 
Caroline and Gazette are a few of the 
crafts which had their origin in tho above 
mention shipyards. 


But these were not the only industries. 


Mature had supplied the 
place with 


streams for mill privileges. 
The largest 


and most noted of these is Iligganum 
river in the district of that name.

on the cast side of the river. The land 
was purchased for thirty coats, or about 
one hundred dollars—the valuation at that 
time. 
The boundiries now are Middle- 


town on the north, Jlurh:im on the west, 
Killingworth and Chester on the south, 
and the river as eastern boundary line, 
except in tlie case of Hacldani Necli, a 
portion of land four miles in length, and 
four miles across on the north, coining to 
a point at the mouth of Salmon river. 
East Iladdam belonged to what was 
culled Iladdam Society until the year 
1700. 
The Indians remained upon their 


reservation for many years. 
The names 


Indian Hollow and Indian Brook, in Had- 
dam Neck, are suggestive of former days. 
There is no Indian name for Iladdam. 
That name is said to have been derived 
from Haddam or Hadham in England, 
for tho early colonists clung tenderly to 
old associations. 
There are, however, 


reminders of the aboriginals in the names 
of some districts. Higganuin, the north- 
ern portion of the town, was formerly 
called "Higganompos." "Cockaponset" 
is now known as Neponsct, or Punset. 
The word Connecticut was once spelled 
Quonektacut, and had two meanings. 
One was the Long river, and the other 
lliver of Pines,J/rom the pine forests 
which grew upon its banks. A portion 
of one of these still remains in the lower 
part of the town. 


The chronicles of the olden time states 


tbat a bear was killed in Haddam in 
1754, which weighed 12 score! 
There is 


now to be seen in the southern district a 
cavern among the rocks called Bear's 
Cave. 
Whether bears really made their 


rendezvous at that point, or imagination 
•deemed it a proper place for them to live, 
tradition saith not. 
There was crime 


even in the good old days which elderly 
people like to speak o£ in comparison 


'j with the degenerate present. 
The terse, 
\ ancient record states that "Thomas Starr 
|! «t»bbed Samuel Cornwall, his nephew, on 
' tbe 26th of July, and was executed at 


Haddam, on June 14th of the following 
year." We are not told 
what year. 


Perliaps this deed suggested the jail. At 
all events, that is an institution of the 
town, and has had many occupants since 
it was built. 


Haddam is a half-shire town, sharing 


with Middletowu the honor of holding the 
courts of Middlesex county. 
The court 


house '.s of granite, and was built in 1S'29. 
The county lawyers never liked the "half 
and half" business. 
Before the days of 


the Connecticut 
Valley Hailroad the 


limbs of the law were obliged to depend 
upon the tender mercies of the stage 
coach, and the penances they underwent 
in those times made them look with dis- 
favor upon the court session in Haddam. 
There was no hotel worthy of the name in 
the place, and they were obliged to find 
accommodations wherever they could. A 
few years since there was an anecdote in 
the Editor's Drawer of Harper's Maga- 
zine, setting forth the difficulties of the 
case, somewhat after this manner : 


A lawyer complained bitterly of the 


inconveniences he endured, saying tbat 
he was obliged to get his meals at one

Formerly 
the principal 
sources of 


wealth in Haddam were the quarries 
The first one was opened in a hill on 
Haddam Neck, in 1762. 
One-half mile 


south of this is Shaler's quarry. On the 
west side of the river one was opened in 
1794. 
"Of this quarry it is worthy to 


remark that the stone range exactly with 
the stone in the oldest quarry on the 
^feck, which has given rise to an opinion 
that the beds extend under the river." 
Other quarries soon followed, and a thriv- 
ing business was carried on many years. 
Io 1836 one hundred and fifty men were 
employed in stone-cutting: the granite 
said at from ten to twenty cents per foot, 
and was carried to New York, Savannah 
New Orleans. 
From siity to seventy 


thousand dollars-worth, of stone were an- 


published in 1819. says, "This, river has 
three branches, the northern rising in 
Jliddletown, the middle in the northeast 
extremity of Killingworth, and the south- 
ern in the western part of Iladdam. 
These unite one-half mile from the Con- 
necticut, and form one of the bust stands 
"or a large manufacturing establishment 
to be found in the county or rftatc. In the 
course of twenty-five rods the water falls 
thirty-one feet, and the 
full might be 


considerably increased by means of a 
dam. 
In this distance the whole stream 


may be used three times, and in tho last 
nstance, in which the fall is the greater, | 
here is always a sufficiency of water for 
he run of stones. To this spot the river 


navagable for boats. 'On this site a 


nill has been erected within a few months, 
containing three run of stones, and an 
oakum factory : and one of the other sites 
has been improved several years ago for a 
clothier's 
works. 
It is probable that 


other mills or factories will be erected 
here at no very distant period, and that a 
village will be raised up in tlie neighbor- 
hood. 
Were heavy machinery placed 


here, light machinery might be turned by 
branches of Iligganum river, within a 
little distance. 
In 
addition to these 


advantages, this stand is favorably sit- 
uated in regard to public roads, and can 
be more easily supplied with fuel than 
most manufacturing stands in this part 
of the coi'iity." 
^ 


The divinesaw with prophetic vision. The 


Iligganum Manufacturing Corporation is a 
factory of huge proportions, turning out a 
vast number of agricultural implements of 
all kinds, and sending them to every 
quarter of the globe. 
A fine dam has 


been constructed in recent years, which 
supplies the needed motive power. Next 
in importance is the 
firm 
of Scoville 


Brothers, manufacturers 
of 
hoes for 


Southern planters. This has become a 
large and profitable 
business within a 


comparatively few years. 
lint one of the 


original firm still survives. 
On the same 


stream a feld-spar factory was started not 
many years since, but it hus been pur- 
chased by the Scovilles, and added to 
their works. Formerly a grist-mill was 
in active operation on this little river, but 
it is now used as a manufactory for li- 
brary lamps. An oakum factory and a 
carding mill are thingsof thcpast. Jlcnry 
G. Hubbard, of Middletown, has n large 
cotton factory for making warps for sus- 
penders, on the same stream, 
llaydcn & 


Co., also have a handsome factory a short 
distance below. 
At the foot of a lofty 


hill, south of all these factories, there is 
another mill stream. 
Years ago there 


was a tan-yard in this vicinity. 
A build- 


ing was put up here which has served 
various purposes. First, umbrellas, then 
billiard cloths, 
next 
balmoral 
skirts 


were manufactured there, and finally it 
was converted into a button factory, man- 
ufacturing buttons from vegetable ivory. 
The partners of the firm were Captain 
Noah Dickinson and a Mr. Skaats. 
The 


firm was dissolved in course of time, al- 
though the business was carried on for 
some months afterward by Captain Dick- 
inson & Sous, until the building was un- 
fortunately destroyed by fire : it 
h.is 


never been rebuilt. 
A grist-mill once 


stood on what is known as Beaver Meadow 
Brook, one of the sources of Mill Creek, 
ivhich feeds the Connecticut below Ar- 
nold's station. Attached to tlie grist-mill 
was a carding mill. There are no traces 
of these left. 
Beyond these, on the same 


stream, is now n saw mill, owned bv Mr. 
John Odber, which does an extensive 
business. 
Another saw mill at Iligga- 


num 
is in active operation. 
At 
iMill 


Creek have been formed various enter- 
prises. 
A grist-mill and saw-mill were 


run there for many years. 
The business 


of olden time has been superseded by a 
steam saw-mill, which doesa fair business, i 
Another has been put up in the west dis- ' 
trict, called Turkey I J i l l , and still an- 
other in the district of Tylerville. 
The 


stream called Koaring Brook is the last 
one used for manufacturing purposes in 
the town, i. e., last in number, not in date. 
On this stream formerly stood a saw-mill, 
a few relics of which still remain. Tho 
old clotbier's mill, which stood near it in 
former days, has passed from mortal 
view. Dr. Field, in 1836, speaks of five 
grist-mills, eight saw-mills, two fullin" 
mills, and seven tanneries. 
Time has 


changed these figures, as it does all 
things. 
» 


In former times vast quantities of wood 


were exported; and even at this day there 
is a thriving traffic in that line, many 
monarchs of the wood being laid low 
every winter, and converted into ties, 
firewood, rails, &c., and sold to D. M. 
Beardsley & Co., who have a wharf at the 
river side, opposite Goodspeed's Landing, 
where vessels are laden with the spoils of 
the forest. 


The river was well stocked with salmon 


and shad within the memory of the "old- 
est inhabitant." 
Haddam Island had 


once a famous shad fishery, but that has 
been discontinued, as well as some others 
below it, for the fish are fast decreasing 
in numbers, and each year the business 
becomes* less profitable. 
Query—What 


will the Connecticut Legislature—the 
shad-eaters—do about it t 


A galaxy of shining names belongs to 


Haddam. 
Here some of the sons of 


fame have spent a portion of their lives. 
Hezekiah Brainerd was chosen clerk of 
the House of Representatives in May, 
1721, and speaker for three following 
sessions. The next year lie was elected 
to the council, where he held a seat until 
his death, May 24th, 1727, in the forty- 
sixth year of his age. 
An honorable 


record, truly, but it has been surpassed 
by tbat of his son, Rev. David Brainerd, 
Apostle to the Indians. His life U re- 


markable for iis purity and holiness. 
Like Enoch of old, "he walked with God." 
And yet he was expelled from Yale Col- 
• lege for the most trivial offense (if it be 
worthy of such a name.) Jle ventured to 
say that he thought a certain professor 
had no more religion than a chair. (Pos- 
sibly there are some men in the world at 
the present day who are as badly off as 
that.) 
But he was overheard, the author- 


ities took fright, thinking that the col- 
lege might be endangered by such free- 
dom of speech, and was invited to le,\ve. 
Such illiberal treatment does not seem 
to have embittered him at all, and he 
soon afterward entered his life-work with 
zeal and ardor, lie was the grandson of 
a minister, his mother being Dorothy 
llobart, daughter of Hcv. Jeremiah Ilo- 
bart, who was installed pastor of the 
church in Haddam in November, 1700. 
Mr. llobart was then in liis seventieth 
year. 
The historian states that "he at- 


tended church in the forenoon, received 
the sacrament, and during the intermis- 
sion expired sitting in his chair.* I do 
not know how long his pastorate was. 
David Brainerd was born April '20Ui,17l8, 
lie was the third son of the family. 
He 


lived in a humblehomenoarthcnvcr. The

site of the dwelling house is still pointed 
out, but there is naught of it left save a 
few stones. 
It is on land now owned by 


Clinton B. Davis, Treasurer of the Hig- 
ganuin Manufacturing Corporation. 
It 


is said to have been a "one-story build- 
ing, forty by thirty feet, with a portico 
by the south door." 
Another house 


has since been built on its foundations, 
but that, too, has passed away. 


David Brainerd commenced his labors 


among the Indians at a place called 
Kaunaumeek, near Kiuderhook. 
From 


there he went to the Forks of the Dela- 
ware, near the line of New York and 
Pennsylvania. 
His greatest success was 


imons the Indians at Crosswcekoing, 
near Freehold, in iV'eiv Jersey. Overcome 
by his arduous labors in the work of the 
ministry, he traveled into New England 
for the benefit of his health. 
He died at 


the house of Kev. Jonathan Edwards, in 
Northampton, Mass., October 10th, 1747, 
in the thirtieth year of his age. 
His 


brother John succeeded him in.the mis- 
sionary field. 


It is not our purpose to give a history 


of the churches in Haddam. 
\Ve can 


only enumerate them and allude to some 
of their most noted pastors. The old 
Congregational church in the centre of 
the village was demolished a number of 
years since. 
Kev. David Dudley Field 


was one of the eminent pastors of this 
church. lie was born at Guilford, Conn, 
lie graduated from Yale College in ISO:!, 
preached in Haddam many years until 
April llth, 1818, whcii he went to Stock- 
bridge, Mass. 
lie was succeeded by 


Kev. John Marsh, the great temperance 
advocate. 
A minister's salary in those 


days was seven' hundred dollars, and it 
was considered 
liberal too. 
The 
first 


church built in the town was of the Con- 
gregational 
denomination, 
and 
was 


erected 
in 1073 or 1071. 
This gave 


place to another of mure modern style. 
Another of the same denomination is in 
Iliggauurn. 
Two Baptist olinrulius have 


been built, the first in 17'JIJ. That is now 
gone, but another of later date stands 
near the river. 
There are two Methodist 


churches on the west side of the river. 
One is now but seldom used for religious 
services. 
The first Methodist church was 


built in 1795. 
The other churches be- 


longing to the town, now are a Methodist 
and Congregational on Iladdam Neck, 
and an Episcopal chapel in Neponset. 


Other famous sons of Iladdam are Ijen. 


Alexander Shaler, now residing in New 
York, whose record during the war of the 
rebellion is remembered with pride by his 
townsmen. 
Captain Jonathan Cone, of 


Bristol, Penn., the successful steamboat 
captain, running elecant steamers between 
that port and Phi1 idelpliia, and concerned 
in various business enterprises, points 
loviuoly to Iladdam as his birthplace.

warm light of his imagination, we find 
the genuine love of country and of home. 
In like manner we perceive his historical 
taste and patriotism in the last work of 
his life, the biography of his namesake, 
but he wrought as well with tho romance 
of Spain and of England. He was too 
great to be colonial : ho did not . find 
enough food for his imagination in the 
America of that day to be thorough- 
American. 
lie stands apart, a great 


gift from America to English literature, 
hut not a type of American literature, 
itself. He had imitators and 
friends, 


whom it has been the fashion 
to call a 


school, but he founded no school, -and he 
died as he had lived, alone. 
He broke 


through the narrow trammels of colonial- 
ism himself, but the colonial spirit hung 
just as heavily upon the feeble literature

In 


addition to the paper he also holds the 
postmastership of the town, owns a large 
country store, and seems to be the ref- 
eree and adviser of half the village. 
In 


speaking of his brother recently, Mr. 
Howells said : "Will never had what 
might be called a-pleasant boyhood, liis 
life, up to Abe timo of liis leaving Jpffer- 
son, Wsa sombre, and not at all such a 
one as most boys would wish.

ago at which he was placed at work, cut 
off, in a large degree, his association with 
others of his years, and thenceforth his 
companionship was mostly with men.

In a short story published in the Atlantic 
he describes tho buying of a family horse, 
dud with this exception there is scarcely 
to he found even a trace of his experi- 
ence as a family man, and while he does 
not introduce his own personality, he 
studiously avoids portraying that of his 
friends. 
'Squire liubbard, in "A Mod- 


ern Instance," was a combination of two 
old Jefferson lawyers, neither of them es- 
pecially distinguished, and to neither of 
them was the character particularly true. 


"My brother," said Mr. Ilowells, "is a 


close observer of human nature, and he 
treasures up traits of character which he 
fiually works up into a kind of mosaic, 
but he never puts a man bodily into a 
book." 


"He never takes notes, and anything 


which chances to catch his fancy, is from 
the time of its observation indelibly 
stumped upon his mind. He is as sys- 
tematic about his writing as a merchant 
about his business, and after breakfast he 
goes to his study a.id writes a given num- 
ber of hours each day. 
When this is 


done, it is entirely off his mind, nnd he 
gives himself up to recreation. 
He has a 


keen sense of the ludicrous, and is partic- 
ularly fond of frequenting •ntcrtainments 
where he c.iu indulge in n good, bcarty, 
restful laugh.

Neal Dow is seventy-nine years old,

not an enthusiast as has been represented, 
but is earnest, deliberate and forcible.

European provinces and in Maine, lie 
rays Maine, once the most degraded, im- 
poverished and thriftless of states, is now 
one of the most prosperous, but not the 
richest, as he he has been quoted as say 
ing.

enough in the banks to carry them on 
Once there vere seven distilleries in the 
town of Portland, row neither a distillery 
or a brewery in the state of Maine. What 
js brought in is smuggled, packed in bar- 
rels or boxes ;md marked "glass, this 
side up, with care." 


Some say it is sold openly. In the 


rural district, and in Portland this is not 
true as will be shown by the various arti- 
fices practicc'l to hide it.

and kindness to brutes, to abstain from 
gambling, smoking tobacco, and from 
the use of strong drink."

Piurrs CONVICTED.—The late Super- 


intendent of the Philadelphia Almshouse, 
Ellis P. Phipps, was last week tried and 
convicted in tho Court of Quarter Ses- 
sions of Philadelphia, of the crime of 
forgery, committed during his term of 
office as Superintendent, in obtaining 
money from the City treasury by forging 
the names of contractors to warrants and 
receipts. This was the crime upon which 
alone lie could be extradited from Canada, 
and consequent!} he was not arraigned on 
any of the charge s of malfeasance in of- 
fice, embezzlement and defalcation, with 
which his name has obtained so wide- 
spread a notorietv. Upon being arraigned 
in court here, it was found that some of 
the ablest lawyers in the city, not con- 
nected with the Republican party, were 
engaged as his counsel. 
These gentle- 


men have exhausted their ingenuity and 
legal resources, first, to break down the 
indictment and then to impeach the tes- 
timony for the prosecution ; but on the 
first point they were overruled by the 
Court, and on the second point was de- 
feated by the ability of the District At- 
torney. After the verdict of the jury 
was rendered, the counsel for the defence 
made the usual motion in arrest of judg- 
ment and for a new trial, upon which 
Judge Allison postponed the hearing for 
four days. 
This ends a case that has 


been before the public for nearly six 
months.

people will be distributed from 120 dec- 
orated railway baggage cars, transformed 
into temporary bars and drawn up in one 
long row. Every guest will receive an 
earthenware jug, stamped with the impe- 
rial eagle and the date of the coronation, 
with which he can call for his beer and 
mead. 
The 
MasslennikofF factory at 


Moscow has furnished 400,000 of these 
jugs in different sizes and colors.

thermore, every person will receive two 
meat pies, candies, dried fruits, and 
cakes.

HOUSEHOLD HECEIPTH. 


GOLDEN SAUCE. — Make a 
smooth 


boiled custard with the yolks of three 
eggs, half a cupful of sugar and a pint of 
milk. Flavor it to taste. 


COOKIES.—Take one heaping cup of 


sugar, twelve tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, six tablespoonfuls of hot water 
and one teaspoonful of soda. Mix quickly, 
with flour enough to roll; roll thin, and 
bake in quick oven on well-greased tins; 
keep in a stone jar. 


SNOW PDDDINO.—Dissolve half a box 


of gelatine over night in one and a half 
pints of warm water. The next morning 
add the whites of four eggs, two scant 
teacupfuls of powdered sugar and one 
teas'poonful of extract of vanilla. Beat 
the mixture for an hour, then turn it 
into a mould and set it upon ice. 
Serve 


with golden sauce. 


CREAM CAKE.—One coffee-cupful of 


white sugar, four tablespoonsful of hot 
water to dissolve it, boil, without stir- 
ring, in a bright tin pan until it will 
crisp in water, like molasses candy. Just 
before it is done put in one-quarter tea- 
spoonful of pure cream of tartar and a 
teaspoonful of essence of lemon, vanilla, 
or peppermint. 
When done, pour into a 


buttered pan, and when cool enough to 
handle, work like molasses candy until 
perfectly white; pull in strips of the 
thickness of your finger and cut in short 
pieces with the shears. 
Lay on buttered 


paper on plates. 


LOAF CAKE.—Two quarts of 
sugar 


seven cupfuls of butter, six quarts of 
sifted flour, six pounds of fruit, one pint 
of wine, one pint of yeast, eight nutmegs, 
mace, twelve eggs, one quart of milk. It 
should be made at such an hour (being 
governed by the weather) as will give it 
time to get perfectly light by evening. 
It should stand about six hours in sum- 
mer and eight in winter. Put in half tlie 
butter and eggs, and the milk, flavor and 
yeast, and beat thoroughly. In the even- 
ing add the remainder of the butter, 
rubbing it with the sugar, the rest of 
the eggs, and the spice. Let the cake 
rise again until morning; then add the 
fruit. 
Put in deep pans, and let rise 


about half an hour. Bake from two to 
three hours in a slow oven. 


CKEAM A LA VERSAILLES.—One quart 


of milk, half a cupful of sugar, half a 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, seven eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls of water. 
Put the sugar in a 


small frying pan and stir until a very 
light brown. Add the water, stir a mo- 
ment longer, and mix with the milk- 
Beat the eggs and salt with a spoon. Add 
this mixture and the vanilla to the milk. 
Butter a two-quart charlotte russe mould 
lightly, and put the custard in it. 
Put 


the moftd into a basin of warm (not hot) 
water and bake slowly until the custard is 
firm in the centre. 
It should take forty 


minutes ; but if the oven is quite hot it 
will be done in thirty minutes. Test by 
putting a knife down into the centre, for 
if the custard is not milky, it is done. 
Set away in a cold place until serving 
time. It must be ice cold when eaten. 
Turn out on a flat dish and pour caramel 
seed overit. 


—Some Paris cabmen not long since

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


A novel industry is being developed in 


Germany. 
It appears that for some tirae 


Krupp, of the great Iron works at Essen, 
has been making a regular business of 
producing and selling liquefied carbonic 
acid. The gas is condensed and liquefied 
under a pressure of about 12,000 pounds 
to the square inch, and is coming into 
extensive use for various purposes, one of 
its principal applications being the com- 
pression of steel castings. In Berlin the 
fire engines are each supplied with a 
large vessel containing the condensed 
gas, which is allowed to flow into the en- 
gines on arrival at a fire, and by its ex- 
pansion in returning to its normal state 
pumps water upon the (lames until a suf- 
ficient steam pressure is obtained to do 
the work. 


Doubtless the most effective plan of 


avoiding injury from tobacco is to avoid 
using that substance ; but those who con- 
sider "the weed" an indispensable luxury 
may be interested in the statement of 
Mons. Armand that the injurious effects 
of nicotine can be counteracted or des- 
troyed by moistening the tobacco leaves 
when in course of preparation with a 
strong infusion of watcrcre&ses. 


In the treatment of certain skin affec- 


tions, Prof. Kaposi of Vienna places the 
patient on a bed where the body is im- 
mersed in water and allows him to re- 
main fifty or a hundred days. 
A French 


medical journal pronounces these long 
baths very successful. 


Previous to the sixteenth century men 


knew that the rubbing of certain sub- 
stances gave them the property of attract- 
ing and then repelling light bodies, and 
that formed the world's stock of electri- 
cal knowledge. 


Mons. Fourmant has proven that pork 


containing trichina; may still be danger- 
ous after having been kept in salt for fif- 
teen months. 


From 
results obtained with various 


fertilizing substances Prof. Atwater has 
drawn the following conclusions : Corn 
needs little nitrogen besides what it can 
draw from natural sources, while its yield 
is largely increased under the influence of 
mineral fertilizers—the most 
effective 


being those in which the chief component 
is phosphoric acid or potash, according to 
the soil and the season. 
Potatoes re- 


spond uniformly to all the fertilizing in- 
gredients: and they are less able than 
corn to gather from natural sources. The 
same appears to be true for turnips. Not 
enough experiments have been 
made 


with other crops to justify conclusions 
concerning them. 
Practically the largest 


average yield for all crops is secured by 
the use of fertilizers containing all the 
essential elements of plant food. 
Used 


alone, nitrate of soda is rarely useful, 
sulphate of lime frequently, muriate of 
potash very often, and the superphosphates 
generally. 
Soils vary in their capacity 


for conveying food to crops, and careful 
observation and experiment are neces- 
sary to determine the needs of a particu- 
lar soil. 


Mons. Soidlitz has noticed a disease 


peculiar to the people of a certain locality 
on the northern slope of the Caucasus. 
The disease is of a hysterical character, 
and the men and women affected bark 
like doas. 
The natives consider it as the 


result of bewitching, in which a plant 
known as the "barking grass" is used by 
the bewitchcrs. 


A British surgeon in the Indian service 


recommends that quinine be taken in 
strong coffee, as the disagreeable bitter 
taste is thus concealed. 


The usual method of determining the 


temperature of a room by a thermometer 
hung upon the wall gives very uncertain 


results, as Mons. Gaston Tissandier has 
shown that a room's apparent temperature 
may vary many degrees according to the 
position of the thermometer. 
The upper 


part of a room is much warmer than the 
lower, and windows and doors have a very 
marked effect upon the temperature of 
the air in their vicinity. As a means.of 
accurately obtaining the 
temperature, 


Mons. Tissandier suggests that the tlier- 
momatcr be held at the height of a man 
for about two minutes at several dif- 
ferent points, the average of these ob- 
servations to be taken as the real temper- 
ature. 


At a recent meeting of the Paris Bio- 


logical Society, Mons. Dubois illustrated 
the value of chloroform as an embalming 
agent by exhibiting the body of a dog 
which had been perfectly preserved for 
three weeks by the introduction of chlo- 
roform into the stomach immediately af- 
ter death. 


Considering its extent, 
America 
is 


much bettar watered than Europe and 
Africa. 
The tropics of the eastern hem- 


isphere have an annual rainfall of about 
77 inches, while tropical South America 
has 155 inches. 
The rainfall of the east- 


ern United States is from 40 to 50 inches 
yearly, but west of the Mississippi to the 
Sierra Nevada it is mostly from 12 to 16 
inches. 
In Great Britain the average is 


35 inches; in France, from 20 to 21; in 
Central Germany and Russia—farther 
away from the coast—it is only from 15 
to 20 inches; but in the region of the 
Alps it is mostly from 35 to 50 inches.

NEW SWINDLE.—Travelers 
are 


warned against a device practiced by 
swindlers to rob passengers of their 
trunks. 
The confidence man makes the 


acquaintance of a traveller whose bag- 
gage is known by the thief to be valuable. 
Having succeeded in this the stranger 
desiring to turn over or double one of the 
car seats pretends to find some difficulty 
with the lock. The passenger is then 
asked for the loan of his trunk check so 
that his designing friend may slip it down 
upon the catch and throw it out of place. 
Under the pretence of using it to unlock 
the seat, the check is exchanged for an- 
other. The change is hardly ever no- 
ticed by the victim. 
The loss in the 


vicinity of Troy of several pieces of val- 
uable baggage is attributed to the opera- 
tions of these railroad pirates.— 
Times.

If it does not exceed five minutes, 


bleeding from the nose is not dangerous, 
except in case of small children.

common practice of stooping over i bowl 
or basin is a poor one, as the act com- 
presses the superficial veins in the neck. 
A sponge or handkerchief wrung out of 
ice water and applied over the nose or 
forehead or back of the neck is a good 
method of treatment. Also, to snuff up 
ice water, though this is not safe for 
young children. 
For them, and 
for 


adults, if ice is not available, use salt, 
alnm, or tannin in the water, till harmless 
and simple astringents. Pressure on the 
nostril will often check the flow of blood. 
The virtue of such old fashioned remedies 
as putting a spoon or key down the back 
of the neck, lies in their power of pro- 
ducing a shock of cold, which is effected 
quite as well by the ice water.
